AN INTERESTING CASE. 


Items of Interest Picked Up from Va­ 
rious Sources for the Benefit 
of “ DeinocraU^ Readers. 


The decision of the sup reme court 
of Texas defining the ownership of 
a railway ticket in that state will 
be of interest, up holding as it does 
the rights of the railroads in the 
controv ersy. 
II. W erner p urchased at Nash­ 
v ille, from the agent of the Iaiius - 
v ille and Nashv ille, a ticket from 
that p oint to Dallas and return, at 
an excursion or reduced rate, in 
consideration whereof lie airreed 
with the comp any and its connect­ 
ing lines that the same was not 
transferable: that no other p erson 
could acquire any p rop erty in said 
ticket, or riglit thereto; that the 
p arting with the p ossession tliereof 
in any manner, excep t to an au­ 
thorized oihcer of the comp any is­ 
suing the same, for the p urp ose of 
redemp tion, constituted an aban­ 
donment of all future rights there­ 
under; and that, unless the sev eral 
conditions up on which the ticket 
was issued were comp lied with,the 
ticket should be v oid,and up on p re­ 
sentation mi gilt be taken up and 
full tare collected. All these terms, 
and more, 
including 
the 
usual 
agreement for identification, 
ap ­ 
p eared up on the face of the ticket 
ov er the signature of the agent and 
Werner. 
The facts are that W erner used 
the ticket as far as New Orleans, 
where he sold the unused p ortion 
to a broker. 
The p art reading to 
Houston was resold at New Orleans 
to some p erson who used it to 
Houston, and who then sold the re­ 
mainder of it to said broker’s agent 
at Houston (p laintiff ), who resold 
it for p assage to Dallas, and where 
the return p ortion of the ticket 
was deliv ered to 
the 
Houston 
broker’s agent at Dallas, where it 
was p rocured to be stamp ed for re­ 
turn p assage. The latter resold the 
p art calling for return p assage to 
Houston to one who used it as far 
as Houston, who then deb'v ered it 
to p laintiff'. 
PlaintiiT then sold the 
p ortion reading to N ew Orleans to 
a man named 
Ikitterson, 
who 
agreed to deliv er the residue to 
p laintiff’s corresp ondent at New 
Orleans; they agreeing to refund 
him the p rice he p aid in case he 
was not allowed to ride on it. P a t­ 
terson not being able to identify 
himself as the original p urchaser, 
the conductor took up the ticket 
and refused to surrender it. 
The suit was brought to recov er 
the alleged v alue of the p ortion of 
the ticket reading from New O r­ 
leans to Nashv ille, on the ground 


of conv ersion. 
The abov e facts, in 
the op inion of the court, required 
the judgment in fav or of the rail­ 
road, becanse it ap p eared that it 
iiad been transferred contrary to 
the condition up on which it had 
been sold, and had become, under 
the terms of the contract, aban­ 
doned and v oid, and was, as p ro­ 
v ided in the contract, subject to be 
taken up . 
It was settled that tick­ 
ets with such terms and conditions 
stated thereon or therein, signed by 
the p urchaser and issued in consid­ 
eration of reduced rates of fare, are 
binding contracts. 
I>y reason of 
its terms it had up on being trans­ 
ferred ceased to be p rop erty; was 
v oid and subject to be taken up ; 
consequently p laintiffs or Ikitter- 
son, as hohiers of such ticket, had 
no right in resp ect thereto, and 
cannot be allowed damages for tak­ 
ing it up and retaining it.
